This subject of good citizenship is widely discussed today owing to its 
vital necessity, due largely to the following: 

First, That stability and success of good government depend inherently 
upon good citizenship. Government under our democratic system is car- 
ried on by officials who are first of all citizens. Therefore, good govern- 
ment itself must have its beginning and ending in good citizenship and in 
citizens themselves carrying out its requirements. 


Second, That with life itself demanding changes, good citizenship calls 
for changes in its sacrifices. Higher standards of living, use of labor- and 
time-saving devices, advancements in all the sciences, make mandatory 
constant changes in ideals for citizenship. The student will be on the alert 
to discover these necessary adjustments and the successful man or woman 
will make their application. 


Third, That with population practically doubling in this country within 
the brief breath of one generation, competition will be more present to 
combat. And that type of competition that strives to excell in the quali- 
ties of good citizenship will solicit the most sympathy, help and cordiality. 


Fourth, That government, recognizing the importance and magnitude 
of the program touched upon above, maintains an ever growing and chang- 
ing system of public schools through which agency it strives primarily to 
make good citizens. These schools are conducted at great financial cost, 
exacting sacrifices of thought and energy, those making them feeling con- 
fident that the results shall amply justify these contributions. Shall they? 
The answer rests individually with each graduate of the Oakland High 
School. 


Fifth, That graduates may come and graduates may go, but CITIZEN- 
SHIP shall live on forever.

While a student at Western Maryland College, Mr. Rathbun was presi- 
dent of his class for three years; business manager of the college paper 
one year, and editor-in-chief the following year; he was also the winner 
of several medals in oratory.

After graduating from Western Maryland, Mr. Rathbun began his career 
as a teacher in the Oakland High School. Here he taught many of the 
boys and girls who are prominent citizens of Oakland today. At one time 
Mr. Rathbun served as city editor of the Fairmont West Virginian; at 
another time as associate editor of The (Oakland) Republican. In 1907 he 
was appointed Superintendent of Schools at Piedmont. This position he 
held until August 1, 1912, when he was appointed Superintendent of Public 
Schools of Garrett County. He has held this position since that time and 
was recently reappointed for another term of office, from August 1, 1930, 
to August 1, 1934. 


Throughout his career as Garrett County Superintendent, Mr. Rathbun 
has centered his efforts upon attaining the following aims: First, better 
trained teachers; second, better housing conditions; third, better and 
more effective materials of instruction. His efforts have not been in vain, 
for today Garrett County shows great strides in the forward march to the 
realization of these aims. However, Mr. Rathbun does not feel that his 
work is complete, but only just begun. He also believes that the greatest 
aid to advancement of education in Garrett County and the greatest pos- 
sibility for the youth of the county lies in the transportation of school 
children. 


Mr. Rathbun attributes his success in public life in Garrett County to 
the inspiration, encouragement and devotedness of his wife, Mrs. Marie 
Alma Rathbun. :

ADDITION MADE TO O. H. S. 


The Oakland High School for several 
years past has been so overcrowded that 
it was almost impossible to carry on 
classes and school activities in the proper 
way. Early last fall the School Board and 
County Commissioners decided that the 
school should be enlarged. The contract for 
the construction of the building was given 
to W. E. Priest of Uniontown, Pa. The 
work was started immediately and carried 
out so effectively that by February 15 the 
new part was ready for use. 

Now all the departments of Oakland 
High School have better and more com- 
plete quarters in which to carry on class 
work and to take care of the large num- 
ber of students enrolled. The second floor 
of the building has seven rooms, all of 
which are suitable for class work. The 
lower floor contains eight rooms, seven of 
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which are suitable for class work. The 
eighth one has been made into a spacious 
and well equipped library. 

The outstanding feature of the addition 
is the enlarged auditorium. This room 
was formerly 37 by 58 feet, but it is now 
37 by 85 feet. The addition has practically 
doubled the seating capacity of the hall. 
A stage large enough for school plays and 
commencement exercises has been added. 
The stage has a beautiful maroon colored 
velvet curtain, trimmed artistically with 
gold braid and with the insignia of O. H. 
S. beautifully encrested in the center of 
the curtain. 

The Maffett property was purchased and 
has been converted into an Agriculture 
Department. The Home Economics De- 
partment will probably have part of this 
house for their practice work. 

We, as students, most heartily welcome 
these additions and are very thankful that 
they were completed while the present 
Senior Class was here to enjoy the im- 
provements. 


NEW LIBRARY 


O. H. S. may well be proud of its library 
—the largest and most up-to-date in the 
County. In the change that took place 
when the annex was added, the library was 
moved from the second floor to a large 
and well lighted room on the first floor. 

During the year about one hundred and 
fifty volumes of fiction, history and science 
have been added to the library by the 
school. 

The library has also been made very at- 
tractive by the new equipment that has 
recently been installed. This new furni- 
ture includes low reading tables, comforta- 
ble chairs and magazine racks. The large 
room, new books and attractive furniture 
make the library an ideal place for refer- 
ence work and reading.
